Recruiting officers from the 
Army Reserve Corps have been in- 
terviewing students interested in 
joining the Reserves in the men’s 
gym on the junior college campus 
during the past week. 

Lt. Joe Mohamed, recruiting of- 
ficer for the 819th Transportation 
Truck Battalion. has announced 
that there are 54 vacancies in his 
outfit, two of which are for war- 
rant officers, the remainder for 
non-commissioned officers. The va- 
cancies are for mechanics, drivers, 
cooks, and other positions. Lt. Mo- 
hamed has pcinted out that there 
are many advantages offered to 
reservists at the present time; they 
are exempt from the draft, units 
are not being called to active duty, 
and retirement benefits can be 
built up. Reserve units usually meet 
twice a month and members are 
paid for attending in accordance 
with the rate they hold.

A EUROPEAN ODYSSEY... FRANCE

(The following account concerns the experiences of the author while 
touring Europe with a group of 30 students from widely separated 
points in tne United States this summer under the auspices of the 
Students Inte:national Travel Association. The crossing wes made with- 
out too much undue difficulty from Quebec aboard the R.M.S. Samaria, 
a Cunard liner serving the North Atlantic trade.) 

It may seem a bit odd to start a tour of Europe by first visiting 
Paris. However, any misapprehensions were immediately dissolved 
when we “invaded” the Queen City of Europe. We were immediately 
held spellbound by the “City of Lights” starting from our first day of 
sightseeing. The outstanding points of interest included Notre Dame.

Even go, 
it was hard for us to realize that 
we were at last in a foreign country 

Although Paris is one of the 
most beautiful and cosmopolitan 
cities on earth, it is also one of the 
dirtiest. When we arrived in Paris 
on the boat train, we were appalled 
at the sooty grey buildings in the 
vicinity of Gare St. Lezzare, one 
of the main railroad stations. It 
appears that dirt is a rather iron- 
clad tradition of the French people, 
especially the middie and lower 
classes. Baths are almost unknown, 
possibly the reason for same being 
that Paris is the perfume capitol. 

AH! NIGHT LIFE! 

After a full day of sightseeing 
and gadding about, we were treated 
to an evening at the Follies Bergere 
and a round of the better-known 
night spots at Montmartre and 
Place Pigalle, appropriately named 
“Pig Alley” by the GI’s during the 
war. The costuming and scenery 
of the Follies were spectacular, 
which is typical of the better 
French stage productions. 

After a hectic three days in 
Paris, our group boarded the 8 a.m. 
train for Lisieux, which is noted 
for its Basilica of St. Therese and 
its cider. Our next stopping point 
was Caen, about 15 miles from the 
invasion beach at Normandy. Since 
Caen was rather heavily bombed 
during the war and since the 
French are slow at reconstruction, 
we saw a good deal of war damage, 
and it seemed almost as though 
the war had ended but the week 
before. 

SIDE TRIP TO BAYAUX 

The highlight of our stay in Caen 
was our side trip via bus to Bay- 
aux, where the famous Bayaux 
tapestries are kept in a musem. 
These tapestries were arduously 
hand made by Queen Matilde in the 
16th century, and depict scenes of 
early Norman life and death, in- 
cluding the Norman invasion of 
England in 1066. 

Our next stopover was Gran- 
ville, a famous seaside resort town 
with plenty of old world charm. 
It was here that we finally got our 
bicycles which were to carry us 
through France, Germany and Eng- 
many carefree and sunny miles 
land. We must have presented quite 
a spectacle as we pedalled through 
the old narrow cobblestone streets, 
merrily jangling our bells and yell- 
ing like so many wild indians. 

Our joy was shortlived, however, 
when we came to the sobering 











































realization that we were to cycle 
38 miles over hill and dale to Mont 
St. Michel. So, with courage un- 
daunted, we struck out at the crack 
of dawn for the famous old abbey. 
Mont St. Michel is a fabulous old 
walled fortress city atop a large 
promintory in the middle of the 
flatlands on the Normandy coast. 
From the top of the abbey, the 
visitor may see for 15 miles around. 
Through the ages the abbey has 
been used successively as a fort- 
ress, a church, and a prison. It was 
built completely by convict labor 
in the 13th and 14th centuries. To- 
day Mon St. Michel stands as a 
citadel to man’s extraordinary ar- 
chitecturai achievements. 
SUNNY-BURNED FACES 

With many and diverse aches and 
pains and sunburned faces, we 
turned our faithful bicycles to- 
ward Fougeres, which is noted prin- 
cipally for its fortress built in the 
12th century. This fortress is well 
preserved, and we were afforded 
the opportunity of prowling around 
its many passages and rooms. The 
fortress’ defense during wartime 
included slits along the ramparts, 
through which boiling oil and lead 
were poured upon the attackers, 
Today, outdoor operas (‘Carmen’ 
was shown the week before we 
arrived) are presented in the court- 
yard. 

TO GAIN OR NOT TO GAIN 

It was in Laval, our next stop, 
where we tried our first French 
pastries, which proved to tasty thot 
many of us ate huge quantitie, 
throughout the rest of our sojourn. 
There were a few souls in our group 
who considered themselves wine 
connoisseurs and acted accordingly, 
sampling everything they could lay 
their hands on. France is the great- 
est wine drinking nation on earth, 
and wine has become as much a 
part of the French way of living as 
hot dogs and cokes in the United 
States. (To be continued.)

Does your fellow student shun 
you because you are unread in the 
current best sellers? Are you an 
outcast from choice literary circles 
simply because you cannot recite 
from memory the ten most popular 
books in the fiction and non-fiction 
field: ? 

Fear no longer. Now you can 
take your place among the learned; 
all you have to do is cut out the 
book review given below, paste it 
on your forehead, and go out into 
the campus ... unafraid. 

“Nuts in May,” by Cornelia Otis 
Skinner (New York-Dodd, Mead & 
Co., $2.75). Miss Skinner, as funny 
as she is beautiful, has compounded 
a collection of thirteen of her most 
recent and humorous writings un- 
der the title, “Nuts in May,” a very 
entertaining work with decorations 
by Constantin Alajalov, an agree- 
ably witty artist himself. These 
two artists make an excellent team 
and make you want more. 

The outline of Miss Skinner’s 
book is a “pepped-up” version of 
a news column of “Life’s Most Em- 
barassing Moments.” A good ex- 
ample of this is her narrative of a 
visit to her son’s prep. school. 
Dressed in tweeds for the “cul- 
tured look” and trying her utmost 
to appear dignified, she meets oth- 
er parents, all dressed in the latest 
fashion — jewels, furs, etc., ete. 
Embarassment no end or should 
it be an end! 

Cornelia is kind in letting us in 
on a secret: that of being inter- 
viewed by Dr. Kinsey — a session 
which more than likely left the doc- 
tor a little bewildered. Of course, 
much to our regret, Miss Skinner 
does not let us in on what she 
would term “the most interesting 
parts.” Sounds great! 

One of the really charming as- 
pects of Cornelia Otis Skinner's 
book is the feeling of warm nos- 
talgia for the days of the twenties. 
She reverts many times to what 
she calls her awkward age. She 
seems not to notice that the dang- 
ling earrings and the amazing cos- 
tumes of the times subdued the 
men of the time just as our clothes 
and sometimes theatrical exhibi- 
tions do the men of today. The men 
of those days liked the Theda Bara 
touch, and didn't mind the banging 
of those safety purses against their 
knees once they got used to it. 

“Nuts in May” resembles Miss 
Skinner’s other writings in style 
and tempo, much to the entertain- 
ment of the reader.
